Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the differences in the 
dielectric layers in contect with the recording layers in the Kojima et al. and Yamada et al. references render them incompatable. The 
rejections of the examiner are not suggesting the replacement of the entire medium of Kojima et al., but rather only the recording layer, 
with opne ofa similar composition. Further, the difference in the age of the references would cause one skilled in the art to place more 
weight on the teachings of Kojima et al. as there would have been advances in the art over the intervening 10-12 years. Therefore the 
nuances taught by Kojima et al. '232 would dominate and it is clearl that the layers in Kojima et al. and each of the secondary references 
describe GeTeBi based phase change recording media. . 
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
